GERMANY COMING BACK 
have now had six months' admini- 


stration of the Da-wes reparation plan. The 
New York TTorld this week publishes a de- 
tailed account of the work under the direc- 
tion of Seymour P. Gilbert, agent-gener- 
al of reparations, who has just made his 
first report of conditions and achieve- 
ments. The information conveyed in this 
report should be of general interest, for it 
shows distinct progress toward satisfac- 
tion of Germany's obligations, toward the 
reconstruction of Germany and toward 
better relations between her and the allies. 


On the material side, the report indi- 


cates that Germany has met the require- 
ments of the Dawes plan and shows a sur- 
plus estimated at anywhere from $253- 
.000.000 to $100,000.000. Currency 
has been stabilized, and this in the face 
of an increased issue of paper marks, 
^•hich are used only as a medium of ex- 
change in domestic commerce. 


For the first time since the war Ger- 


t many's financial system has been restored 
. to something like a sound basis. The 
Reichsbank is in a position where it is 
able to satisfy all demands for foreign 


P exchange, while tax receipts have in- 


creased to such an extent that the normal 
revenues of the reich are sufficient to cov- 
er its expenditures. In other words, the 
budget has at least been temporarily bal- 
anced and the country is accumulating a 
surplus. 


Military pensions in Germany have 


increased by more than $100.000.000 
over last year, while •unemployment has 
been reduced by 66 per cent. In one 
xaonth, last April, there was a decrease of 
f.lS per cent alone. The report shows that 
'the Germans have re-established the habit 
iof saving and that there has been a 100 
'per cent increase in. deposits in Prussia 
since last October. 
"Working capital is 


' Etill short and the reestablishment of for- 
eign markets destroyed during the war is 
a slow process. Exports have moved con- 
.sistently since the first of the present year, 
[their average daily value showing slight 
change, while imports have steadily fallen 
off and at present raw materials and semi- 
manufactured goods compose more than 
balf the volume of imports. Foreign 
credits established in various nations have 


1 stimulated trade, but it is rumored that 
there has been a misuse of these credits 
for consumptive purposes. 


On the whole, German sentiment ap- 


pears to be still antagonistic to the-Dawes 
plan although the indications are that the 
government is endeavoring in good faith 
to carry it out. There is some criticism 
of the continued policy of the administra- 
tion in parceling out to the subordinate 
etates one-third of the central govern- 
ment's gross receipts, and it is said that a 
new plan may be worked out. 


Over and above the dissatisfaction 


among industrial and financial leaders is 
the fact that through six months' of ap- 
plication of the Dawes plan good-will 
has been maintained between the allied 
governments and Germany, and there is 
more of a spirit of friendly accommoda- 
tion than has been evidenced a{ any time 
since the close jof the' war. In these re- 
spects at least the plan has proved itself 
a success: First, the budget has bcea bal- 
anced and the currency placed on a stable 
basis. 
To quote the report of Mr. Gil- 


bert, "from the point of view of repara- 
tions, these developments aro of para- 
mount importance." In the next place, 
the expert's plan, as an experiment in in- 
UraAtional good-will, is altogether favor- 


able. There is every reason to believe that 
the next six months will be equally pro- 
pitious and that the plan, notwithstand- 
ing some objections to its present form, 
will solve the problem of reparations and 
help greatly to solve the problem of peace- 
ful relations between Germany and the al- 
lies permanently.

CAUSE OP APPENDICITIS 


This is just a bit of plain science, which I fear 


i£ still rather uncommon sense and wjll continue 
to be uncommon sens* until we can rid journal- 
ism of a lot of the old fogies who now sit in cdl- 
torlrJ chairs and oppose educational progress with 
pll their might and main. 


In the March, 1925, number of the American 


Journal of Pathology. Boston. S. Warren reports 
some observations from study of 66 cases of acute 
appendicitis, which led to the conclusion that acute 
appendicitis is not a. specific disease duo to one 
type of organism such as a streptococcus, as some 
surgeons assume. On the contrary. Warren found 
the colon bacillus (bacillus coli communis) alone 
responsible for the inflammation in -25 of the 66 
cases 
and combined with other organisms in 12 


cases. Streptococcus hemolyticus v;as found alone 
(in pure culture )in six cases, and combined with the 
colon bacillus In nine cases. Proteus vulgaris and 
bacillus pyocyaneus were each found in five cat.es. 


Warren noticed that the degree of inflammation 


<i!d not vary much with the type of organism found 
in the infected tissue not in the lumen or cavity 
cf the appendix). In one case of inflammation 
around the appendix. In a child 5 years old. War- 
ren found pneumococcus type 1. In this case the 
appendicitis was followed in four days by lobar 
pneumonia, which was also due to pneumococcus 
type 1. 


Acute appendicitis, then, like acute 
tonsillitis, 


acute endocarditis (inflammation of the heart lin- 
ing1, the beginning of valvular disease) and acute 
arthritis (joint Inflammation), may bo caused by a 
variety of germs, as Warren points out. This path- 
ologist believes, however, that the evidence is rath- 
er against the Idea that these germs reach the ap- 
pendix tissues through the blood stream. We have 
sencrally assumed that many cases of acute appen- 
dicitis are of such origin say a pneumococcus ap- 
pendicitis due to pneumococci carried from the re- 
gion of the tonsils through the blood stream to 
the r.ppendix: although we have always known that 
most cases of acute appendicitis are due to colon 
bacillus infection, and the colon bacillus is a normal 
inhabitant of the intestine. 


I have a. mere theory that a wee bit of plain or 


pure cod liver oil might prevent many cases of 
appendicitis—a fe wdrops a day would be sufficient 
to supply the vitamin (vitamin A) which not only 
prevents rickets and favors normal growth but 
probably aids the body In resisting infections. This 
is only a theory which I just fished out of my 
inner consciousness and I do not warrant it in any 
way. 
except that it can do no harm. Xo extract or 


e-ni'".sion or other substitute for plain cod liver oil 
shov»I£ be used If you seek the effect of the vita- 
rr.in. Xo harm, though, in incorporating a little 
cod liver oil in your salad dressing if you like. 


More or less accidental or incidental factors are 


still cited as possible contributing causes of ap- 
pendicitis, such as fecal concretions or foreign 
bodies finding their way into the lumen of the ap- 
pendix (though this is more likely a. result than 
a cause of appendicitis), irritation set up by pin- 
worms (for which factor the evidence seems more 
convincing), and external injury of the right lower 
quadrant of the abdomen. 
The causes proposed 


by quacks and short cut healers generally need not 
be seriously considered.

Vo was taken to Eau Claire and sold 
to the Eau Claire Badgers, a company 
in process of organization for the 
Eighth Wisconsin Infantry. He quick- 
ly endeared himself to his new own- 
ers. and in honor of Lincoln was 
christened "Old Abe." 


Early in the autumn of that year 


the Eau Claire Badgers went to Madi- 
son to join- their regiment, and with 
them went Old Abe. The spectacle of 
a live eagle borne with the troops 
caused much Interest. As the company 
passed through the gates of Camp 
Randall the 
bird is said to 
have 


caught a corner of the flag floating 
above his head and spread It to the 
full with a' great flapping of wings. 
This act aroused the wildest enthusi- 
asm among the spectators, and the 
Eighth Wisconsin was so impressed 
by its recruit that the eagle was pro- 
mptly acclaimed its official mascot. 


When the Eagle Regiment returned 


to Madison, in 1S64, its mascot was 
the outstanding hero. At a public 
ceremony Old Abe was officially turn- 
ed over to the State of Wisconsin and 
assigned to a special room in the 
Capitol Building. For seventeen years 
his health and popularity continued. 
His presence was In great demand at 
reunions and benefits for 
disabled 


soldiers. At such times he always 
proved a star attraction, and Is said 
to have earned the sum of SSSO.OOO for 
the unfortunate among1 his former 
comrades.—From The Mentor Maga- 
zine.

i» not nearly so convincing as to 
state that if all the postal cards print- 
ed here In a year could be stacked the 
the pile, would be 200 miles high. If 
placed end to end they would extend 
around the world nearly five tlmee. 
This great plant represents an ex- 
penditure of more than $10,000,000 
for construction equipment, and its 
annual output, based on actual cost 
of production amounts to about $11,- 
000,000. 


The size of such an establishment 


can be suggested only by reeling off 
amazing figures. 
Try to 
imagine 


what It means for a print shop to 
turn out 92,000.000 Income-tax forma 
in 30 days. This $350,000 Job required 
1.172,159 pounds of paper cut Into 
S.755.692 sheets.

All of the government departments 


are steady customers of the govern- 
ment printing office. 
The postoffice 


department's yearly printing bill In- 
cludes 200,000.000 money-order appli- 
cations. 
60.000,000 special 
delivery 


slips. 10.000.000 change 
of address 


cards and other items in proportion. 
The number of money orders requir- 
ed, by the way. is considered one of 
the surest barometers of trade con- 
ditions. When the demand for money 
order blanks rises, tt shows

The war department called on the 


public printer to deliver

copies of reports and documents for 
the army in one year. The depart-

Nowadays the name "cyc- 
lone" is technically applied to a vast 
system of winds blowing around a|

low barometer—the

of the daily weather map. Cyclones of 
the-tropics, though thousands of times 
as big as a tornado, are generally; 
much smaller than the cyclones of 
temperate latitudes, and are nearly( 
always violent storms. In ..our lati-' 
tude cyclones may be stormy~or other- 
wise, they affect us chiefly by bringing 
weather changes from warm to cold 
and from wet to dry. 


A tornado is .another affair. 
The 


true tornado is a violent local whirl- 
wind, the 
chief visible feature of 


which is a long dangling cloud, ex- 
tending to or toward the earth. It is 
altogether different from the little 
whirls of dust or leaves that some- 
times form in dry weather, and also 
from the tall whirling columns of 
sand seen in deserts and known of 
"devils" or twisters." All of these lat- 
ter start at the ground and work up- 
ward, and are visible only on account 
of the solid materials they carry- The 
tornado always begins high in the air 
and works down, and its visibility is 
due to the presence of a genuine 
cloud of condensed moisture. 
The 


waterspout is a tornado over water, 
but is far less violent than the land 
tornado. 


Tornadoes are much more frequent 


and. on an average, much more severe 
in the interior of Xorth America than 
anywhere else in the world.—From 
The Mentor Magazine.
